Definite possibility of an early peace in the coal and railroad 
strikes appeared today. 
Carrier heads met in New York to consider President Hard­ 
ing’s rail proposal, and striking shopmen’s leaders gathered for 
the same purpose in Chicago. 
John L. Lewis, president of the United Mine Workers, issued 
an invitation to operators of the central competitive field to meet 
union leaders in Cleveland, August 7, for direct truce negotiations. 


New York, Aug. 1.— Conference of 118 railroad executives, 
to consider the rail peace proposal of President Harding, began 
shortly before noon today with pessimism freely expressed over 
the chances of an early settlement of the strike. 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover delivered to the railroad pres­ 
idents personally a communication from President Harding. 
He quietly entered the conference room and was closeted with 
the railroad executives nUnit 20 minutes. 
On his dejwirture he 
said :

‘I obviously came to deliver a statement on l>ehalf of the 
president. 
Further I can not say.” 
Slaying reports that the carriers had already agreed to sub­ 
mit to the administration’s program for rail peace as “propa­ 
ganda,” he said leaders of the eastern executives were plainly 
doubtful of a settlement. 
Kastern rail chiefs, known as the “bitter enders,” admitted 
they would rather tight the strike than to compromise.

And if men 
who are picked up by the railroads during this emergency are to 
1m* given rights which place them in a position ahead of those who 
have been residents of Bralnerd for years.

All these Platt springs, lik e those 
at Hot Springs, Ark ., were k nown to 
the Indians many generations before 
the coming of the white settler. 
According to a Chick asaw legend, 
two warriors competed for the hand 
of Decrfoot, a chieftain’s daughter. 
Roth were k illed by Jumping off a 
cliff. 
Then Deerf« » ot also jumped and 
k illed herself. 
The chief on the hill 
top cried so many hriny tenrs that, 
according to Indian 
tradition, they 
filtered down through the cliff and 
mingled with the spring water, to 
which they imparted remediul qual­ 
ities.
